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British Election 2001 — Mission Accomplished! 


he General Election of 2001 has been the most electorally suc- 
cessful in the history of the British National Party, or indeed in 
the history of British Nationalism. With five saved deposits* 


including three results in excess of 10%, 
the result has been a complete vindication 
of the kind of party the BNP is trying to 
become - more efficient, more voter friendly 
and, above all, more successful. 

The party did not contest as many seats 
this time around as it did in 1997, so the 
total vote of 47,225 isn’t terribly large. Nev- 
ertheless, spread over thirty-three seats, 
this gives the party an average of 1,431 
votes per seat and 3.9% of the poll con- 
tested. This is more than three times larger 
than the 1.2% average vote secured by the 
BNP 1997. This may not sound great to 
some Americans, but it was almost ten times 
bigger than Pat Buchanan and his Reform 
Party, which polled only 0.4% here in the 
States last November. 

The best vote was won by Chairman 
Nick Griffin in Oldham West and Royton, 
6,552 for 16.4% of the poll in which Nick 
comfortably beat the Liberal-Democrats 
into third place and came less than 2% be- 
hind the second-placed Conservative can- 
didate. This was not just the best BNP par- 
liamentary vote in this election, it was the 
best nationalist parliamentary vote ever, ex- 
ceeding the 1973 National Front vote in 
West Bromwich, which amounted to 4,789 
for 16.02%. In fact Nick Griffin’s vote is far

was not in the other Oldham seat, Oldham East and Saddleworth, but 
in Burnley with 4,151 votes for 11.25%, thrashing the United Kingdom 
Independence Party (UKIP) in the process. This result was built up 


with solid community political work and 
not a race riot in sight. Local Organizer 
and candidate, Steve Smith deserves 
much credit for achieving arguably the 
best natural vote of the election. 

The other Oldham seat, Oldham 
East & Saddleworth, which includes a ` 
fair proportion of very untypically BNP 
middle and upper middle class property, 
was contested by Oldham Organizer 
Mick Treacy, who racked up a remark- 
able 5,091 votes for 11.21% of the poll 
also thrashing UKIP. Quite simply, the 
votes the party achieved in the North 
West were the best ever. 

Other North West results came in 
Pendle, where regional organizer Chris 
Jackson scored 1,976 votes for 4.97% 
of the poll (beating UKIP), and Ashton- 
under-Lyne which is partly in Oldham 
and partly in Manchester, which was 
contested by Roger Wood who gained 
1,617 votes for 4.52% of the poll, beat- 
ing the Greens. For readers wondering 
why two decimal points are being used 
when the party has just notched up its 
best results ever at parliamentary level, 
the answer is to be found in the confu- 
sion between five saved deposits and 
seven rounded results of 5% (the de-

Editorial 


elcome to Issue 9 of Heritage and Destiny, the magazine of the 

American Friends of the BNP. We again had a good feedback from 

Issue 8, which was another success and sold very well (including 
fifty copies sold at the CofCC conference (see report on page 8). Subscrip- 
tions are also starting to come in now from both here in the States and back in 
the old country, where the magazine is going down very well amongst BNP 
members there. Please keep sending in your letters, press cuttings, photos and 
artwork. We also need more quality articles, on subjects relevant to British- 
Americans. Last, but of course not least, we need your donations — however 
large or small, every dollar counts. Please try and send in whatever you can afford. 

In America, desecration of the U.S. flag is being treated as a constitutional 
right, (many constitutional “rights” are capable of being exercised in a despi- 
cable fashion) protected by the ACLU. But recently a woman in England was 
fined 200 pounds (about $300) for stepping on the US flag. The reason? It 
was a “hate crime.” You see, Americans are a racial minority in England. A 
peeress in what’s left of the House of Lords complained that since flag- 
burning was legal in the U. S. it should be legal in Britain. This is inconsistent. 
Would she suggest that Britons should have all the Constitutional rights that 
Americans do? The right to keep and bear arms, actual free speech, even the 
right to practice medicine? They used to have these rights, and in a sense 
invented them. But they’re gone, and have been for years. 

In fact. Britain’s official political culture has become increasingly hostile 
to freedom of speech with regard to race relations. While post-WWII immi- 
gration has led to increased crime, including the kind of street crime associ- 
ated with New York and Detroit, people aren’t allowed to complain about it. 

In the recent British general election, Britain’s state funded Commission 
for Racial Equality imposed what amounted to a loyalty oath on all the main 
parties, requesting them to sign a pledge not to discuss the “national ques- 
tion,” or advocate restricting immigration. (Just as the U.S. Civil Rights Com- 
mission is controlled by vicious, bloodthirsty Democrats, the CRE is pro- 
Labour Party.) The text of the Commission for Racial Equality’s “Election 
Compact” states: “Elected politicians must represent everyone, not pitch 
one group against another for short-term political or personal gain.” Which 
suggests that they haven’t grasped the basic idea of democracy. 

Under former leader, William Hague. the Conservative Party (Britain’s 
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Stupid Party) imitated the Republican Party in rolling over and playing dead 
for the race relations industry. It hasn’t done them any good, of course, 
because the other side always wants more. 

In spite of the “Election Compact” there was a lot of rioting during the 
election. During this rioting there was not only violence by Muslem Asians 
but, to the horror of the press, by White people as well. The British authorities 
have a plan to deal with that, at least. They're going to deny bail to Whites 
accused of racial violence. (As with American legal practice, Blacks are not 
charged with hate crimes.) The rationale behind this last act is significant. 

A Home Office source said: “With a racist attack, if someone is given 
bail it is not just the person who may have been attacked that is put in fear. 
Such a person might attack any Black or Asian person. They can affect a 
whole area with a climate of fear by their very presence on the street.” 

This is ridiculous, especially when you consider that it logically applies 
with more force to suspected armed robbers, or rapists, who don’t discrimi- 
nate. However, in recent moves to deny bail to repeat offenders, the Home 
Office has been unable to have armed robbery and street mugging included in 
the non-bailable offenses. The European Convention on Human Rights in- 
cludes a presumption that everyone is presumptively entitled to bail. This is 
the same Convention that leads people to pass Race Relations laws. Of course, 
if the U.K. authorities did manage to hold armed robbers without bail, they’d 
no doubt face complaints that this had a “disparate impact” on minorities. 

Thus in Britain, seventeen years after 1984, the following serious dangers 
exist: there is a large criminal class, much of it imported from the Third World. 
Murder is not punishable by death, sometimes not even by imprisonment. 
You are not allowed the means of self-defense. If you do defend yourself, you 
can expect to be punished. You aren’t allowed to complain about this. The 
worst aspect of this problem is that it’s all very non-partisan. Gun control 
laws, abolition of the death penalty, Race Relations laws, and immigration 
policy are all things on which the main parties seem to agree. Furthermore. 
even if these things could be changed by legislation, the European Union 
would never agree to any kind of effective crime control measures. 

There is hope on the horizon though. As reported in our lead article, the 
British National Party did extremely well in the general election, polling the 
highest percentage vote that any Nationalist party has ever received in Brit- 
ain since World War IJ. Their votes may seem still small to some, but it is a 
good start and coming so soon after the successful victory for Nationalists in 
Italy, bodes well for the future. The British people are indeed fortunate to 
have a party such as the BNP with a talented leader. H

of 687 and 576 for 2.3% and 1.85% of the vote respectively. These are 
absolutely the best parliamentary votes in the North East for the party 
ever, with the vote in Sunderland North particularly promising and 
which would indicate several good wards in the area. Nevertheless, 
the vote in Sunderland South was still good enough to beat the UKIP, 
even though they had the advantage of the local support of the Met- 
ric Martyr greengrocer, Steve Thorburn. Once again, outside of Euro 
elections, the UKIP has nothing to say to the electorate. 

In Yorkshire, the party again contested Dewsbury where Russell 
Smith notched up 1,632 votes for 4.45% of the poll, which is slightly 
down on the vote of 5.18% in 1997. This does tend to indicate that at 
that previous election, the party did indeed substantially benefit from 
having a candidate with the same surname as the winning Labour 
one. In Bradford, the party’s National Trea- 
surer, John Brayshaw, contested the Bradford 
North seat in one of the most event-filled 
campaigns of all. The Post Office’s legal team 
objected at the last moment to a phrase in 
the election address and, as a consequence, 
party activists had to step in and manually 
censor it. Unfortunately, only 10,000 of these 
could be completed in time for acceptance 
by the Royal Mail. Several thousand more 
were put out by party activists on the ground, 
but despite getting only a third of the distri- 
bution of the election address John Brayshaw 
still managed to poll 1,613 votes to get 4.61% 
of the poll, an outstanding achievement. 
Clearly, given full distribution, the party 
would almost certainly have cleared well over 5% to save yet another 
deposit. In both Yorkshire seats, the party thrashed the Greens and 
easily bested the UKIP candidate in Dewsbury. 

In the West Midlands, the party contested Stoke-on-Trent South 
and substantially improved upon its 1997 performance. Once again, 
Steve Batkin waved the BNP banner, this time getting 1,358 votes for 
3.77% of the poll, up from 1.23% four years ago. In Birmingham Hodge 
Hill, Lee Windridge did very well to take 889 votes representing 3.36% 
of the poll. It is also the best Parliamentary result the party has ever 
clocked up in Birmingham. In the process, Lee saw off two indepen- 
dents, UKIP and the Socialist Labour Party (SLP). Next door in the 
Black Country, the party fought two seats, Dudley North, contested 
by Simon Darby, and West Bromwich West, contested by John Sal- 
vage. Simon recorded the best West Midlands BNP vote ever with 
1,822 votes for 4.73%, while John recorded 1,428 votes for 4.49% 
thrashing both the UKIP and the SLP. This was a good increase on 
the party’s by-election tally of 794 last November 23rd. Nevertheless, 
an increased turnout saw a small percentage rise of only 0.29%. This 
gives the lie to claims that the party’s by-election result at the time 
was poor. Given generally rising percentages, the fact that the per-

centage rose only slightly reflects the fact that a better campaign was 
fought back in November than the knockers were willing to give credit 
for. In Coventry N.E., Edward Sheppard took 737 votes for 1.98% of 
the poll, which it has to be said is a little disappointing given that 
Coventry BNP put out 10,000 special edition Voice of Freedoms. 

In the East Midlands, the party contested three seats. Leicester 
East and Blaby both benefited from 5,000 each ofa special Leicester 
edition of the Voice of Freedom and Blaby also benefited from ad- 
dressed election material to defeat possible non-delivery of our elec- 
tion material. Leicester also got some added help from an American 
member of the BNP, Richard from Minnesota, who was over on vaca- 
tion in the old country. Well done Richard. In Blaby, Ed Scott did best 
with 1,357 votes for 2.85% of the poll, while Clive Potter contested 
sleazy Keith Vaz (an Indian Labour MP) for Leicester East getting 772 
votes or 1.9% of the poll. The Blaby result is particularly encouraging, 
up from 1997’s by nearly two whole points. The other East Midlands 
seat to be contested was Erewash. This was last contested by the 
party in 1992 when the party took 645 votes for 1% of the poll. This 
time, Steve Belshaw took fewer votes (591) in a reduced turnout but 
increased the party’s share marginally to 1.23%. It has to be said, 
Blaby apart, that given the generally rising votes the party has been 
enjoying, the East Midlands appears to be a less fruitful area. 

The party contested just one constituency in the Home Counties 
and one in Wales. In Wales the party chalked up its lowest vote of the 
election, 278 votes for a lowly 0.79% of the poll. The party has always 
done less well in Wales than in England so candidate Terry Cavill is to 
be commended on his bravery. Another con- 
tributory factor in this vote was partial deliv- 
ery of the party’s election address, not 
through leftist non-cooperation as might be 
expected, but through BNP inexperience at 
local level and not knowing to sign off a . 
simple form until late in the day. Very much a 
case of live and learn! In Broxbourne, 
Hertfordshire, BNP candidate John Cope re- 
ceived 848 votes for 2.24% of the poll, just 
ten votes behind the UKIP. As with other 
comparable votes, this vote is up from 1997, 
this time by 238 votes and nearly a whole 
-| percentage point. 

That leaves London, but the London BNP 
is certainly not least, having fielded a hefty 
share of the campaign total, fourteen out of thirty-three seats con- 
tested nationally. Predictably, the most interesting part contested was 
East London. The two East End seats, Bethnal Green & Bow, and 
Poplar & Canning Town, were once again both contested by the party. 
The changing demographic’s of this area, where 98% of schoolchil- 
dren under fifteen are Bangladeshi, not just non-White, but 
specifically Bangladeshi, meant that the party’s 
share of the vote was expected to go down but 
nevertheless stay above 5% to retain the de- 4 
posit. In the event, the party’s 1997, 7.5% re- 
sult in Bethnal Green & Bow was more than 
halved as the party slumped to just 1,267 votes 
for 3.29% of the poll leaving party candidate 
Michael Davidson trailing the Green candidate by 
400 votes. Almost certainly the reason for this dra- | 
matic slump was not just changing demographics, © 
but the intervention of the right wing New Britain 
Party, which came from nowhere to take 888 votes 
for 2.31% of the poll. Worse still is that the NBP | 
vote was not a product of its own making, for 
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largely sharing two out of three words in its party name with the BNP, 
it seems highly likely that there was considerable voter confusion and 
that BNP votes went to the NBP by mistake. Basically, we were robbed! 

Strengthening the we-were-robbed theory is that in neighbouring 
Poplar & Canning Town, the BNP’s Paul Borg took 1,773 votes for 
5.19% of the poll to save the party’s deposit once again. This vote 
was down from 7.26% last time in 1997 to between the 5 and 6% mark 
that had been expected in both East End seats. Adding the NBP tally 
to the BNP’s does indeed give the expected figure, 5.6% which would 
have been slightly higher than in Poplar & Canning Town, as indeed 
it was back in 1997. 

In Waltham Forest, the party contested two seats, Walthamstow 
and Chingford & Woodford Green. William Phillips scored 389 votes 
in Walthamstow for 1.13% of the vote there while Jean Griffin (Nick 
Griffin’s Mom) took 1,062 votes for 2.87% in the other. Jean’s vote was 
just three votes higher than in 1997, but in a reduced turnout, this 
boosted the party’s share by a full half point. Nothing to shout about, 
but going in the right direction. 

While the party is witnessing the slow decline and death of the 
old East End, on election night we witnessed the birth of the new East 
End in Barking & Dagenham. This overwhelmingly White borough 
features the same social profile that made the East End so good for the 
BNP in earlier times and gave the party two very good votes indeed. 
And this is in an 
area where the 
party has no func- 
tioning group and 


hasn’t done a 
stroke of work for 
some years. 


Mark Tolman 
once again con- 
tested Barking and 
received an excel- 
lent 1,606 votes for 
6.39% of the vote 
thus saving the 
party’s deposit. In 
neighbouring 
Dagenham, Dave 
Hill took 1,378 
votes for 4.99% of 
the poll coming within just one vote of achieving 5% and allowing for 
a few spoilt ballots, just two votes of saving the party’s deposit there 
too. Both these votes were up from 1997. The party’s Dagenham share 
doubled, while our share for Barking more than doubled. 

In next door Romford, the party’s vote was disappointingly down 
from 520 votes and 1.24% in 1997 to 414 votes for 1.16% gained by 
Frank McAllister this time. The main reason for which, given rising 
votes elsewhere, appears to be a squeeze born from a fierce scrap 
between Labour and the Conservatives for this marginal seat, which 
was one of only a few that the Tories managed to capture from Labour. 

In West London, the party contested two seats. These were Hayes 
& Harlington and Ruislip-Northwood. The best of which was Hayes 
& Harlington contested by the BNP’s Gary Birch, which yielded 705 
votes for 2.18% of the poll and beating a strong independent. Also in 
the borough of Hillingdon is Ruislip-Northwood contested by Ian 
Edwards. Ian took 547 votes for 1.47% of the poll. 

In North London, the party contested just one seat, in Enfield 
North. The vote here, gained by local man Ray Johns, was 605 for 
1.58%, up slightly from 1997 (1.24%), but still good enough to best 
three other candidates including UKIP.

In South London, the party contested four seats. In Mitcham & 
Morden, the party took 642 votes for 1.69% of the poll, which was 
good enough to beat UKIP. This vote gained by former BNP chairman 
John Tyndall was up more than a hundred votes (1.09% in 1997). This 
was one of two seats contested by Croydon BNP, the other being 
nearby Croydon Central, where Lynda Miller received 449 votes for 
0.98% of the vote, which was up by more than half (0.65% last time). 

In Lewisham East, the BNP’s Barry Roberts picked up 1,005 votes 
to achieve 3.34% of the vote, easily besting UKIP and the Socialist 
Alliance, and getting several times the support won by other nation- 
alist groups who have contested the seat in the past few elections. 
Finally, in Bexleyheath & Crayford, Colin Smith recorded 1,408 votes 
for 3.49% of the poll, up more than 2% on the 1997 election and easily 
pushing UKIP into last place. 

Overall, the BNP had a fantastic election. Other minor parties did 
not have such a good showing. The Greens held ten deposits as 
opposed to the BNP’s five (which was tantalizingly near to being 
seven), but their best result in Brighton Pavilion was a modest 9.35% 
whereas the BNP exceeded that in three seats. 

UKIP had a terrible election with only six saved deposits (out of 
429 seats fought!). Their best result was in Bexhill & Battle, where the 
UKIP leader Nigel Farage, MEP polled 3,474 votes, for 7.8%. The 
UKIP polled a total of only 390,619 votes, an average of 911. This is a 
long way from their pre-election prediction of a million votes and 
three seats won. Given the huge sums of money spent on full-page 
adverts in the national press, and a fantastically expensive TV broad-

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cast, the fate of the UKIP provides yet another object lesson in the 
folly of the Battle-of-the-Somme approach to general elections, which 
is all too often engaged in by minor parties, and a complete vindica- 
tion of the BNP’s strategy of concentrating its efforts and refusing to 
be tempted into going for broke. 

The BNP beat the UKIP in twelve seats where we clashed and 
came second best in another five. We were marginally in front of the 
Green Party, besting them in four out of seven, and the party came out 
well in front of the far left. The far-left managed to best the party in 
just three seats including Coventry N.E. where Dave Nellist, the ex- 
Labour MP and now of the Socialist Alliance, had one of the best far- 
left campaigns in the country. Nellist saved his deposit with more 
than 7% of the poll. Elsewhere, the BNP came out on top of either the 
Socialist Labour Party or the Socialist Alliance in six seats. 

Other nationalist parties hardly made any showing in this elec- 
tion. The National Front (NF) only ran candidates in five seats. They 
polled an average of 496 votes, for 1.49%. The best NF result was in 
Birmingham, Erdington, where their candidate Mick Shore polled 681 
votes, for 2.23%. The Third Way (TW) ran in just two seats. In West 
Belfast, Northern Ireland their candidate David Kerr ran against Sinn 
Fein/IRA leader Gerry Adams. He polled 116 votes, 0.28%, the record 
lowest vote (for the second time) for a nationalist candidate. In the 
other seat TW ran in, Hornchurch in Essex, David Durant polled 190

votes, for 0.53% and came fifth out of five candidates. The New Brit- 
ain Party ran just one candidate (as we mentioned earlier). 

Perhaps the biggest long-term victory won during the whole elec- 
tion campaign came before any votes had been cast. At the end of 
May, about a week before General Election day, the BNP’s legal de- 
partment forced the British Broadcasting Corporation (BBC) into a 
humiliating climbdown. Ever since the BBC started using the Internet 
to provide in-depth coverage of British elections on its hugely popu- 
lar website, they have refused to provide a link to the BNP’s website. 
The BBC has linked its site to everyone from Islamic terrorists, to the 
Communists, to IRA/Sinn Fein, but they would not link to the BNP. 

However, for this election the BNP had already researched the 
legal position. As a result Nick Griffin was able to point out to the 
BBC’s lawyers that the refusal to provide a link to the BNP website 
and to that website alone, was not only in breach of their own charter, 
but also against the European Convention on Human Rights. 

Within only five hours of receiving the BNP’s ultimatum letter, the 
BBC surrendered and told Nick Griffin that the illegal discrimination 
would stop. So now the BBC and the BNP websites are linked! And, 
far more important, they, and other sections of the Establishment, 
now know they cannot get away with riding roughshod over the

BNP’s rights. 

While the BNP’s national average was 3.9%, the strong North 
West showing (an average of 9.67%) means that for the first time ever, 
the party is electorally stronger outside of London than inside, al- 
though the London share includes many more unfavorable constitu- 
encies. Nevertheless, the five best London seats averaged 4.68%. 

When one considers, however, that the BNP’s first electoral out- 
ing back in 1983 saw it get just 1% in its best seat, and that we could 
only take 3% in the Tower Hamlets constituency that included Millwall 
ward in the general election before we won the Millwall seat, you can 
see the extent of the progress made in recent years. The BNP entered 
this election with the primary aim of setting itself up to make a real 
push to secure local council seats next June, and to publicize the 
extent to which it has repositioned itself into the political mainstream. 
Mission accomplished! Everyone from here in the States who helped 
with donations can be very proud of themselves - your dollars made 
the difference. Thank you to all American Friends of the BNP. 

* A deposit is 500 pounds (about $750), which each candidate 
must pay before he can run in the General Election. If the candidate 
polls over 5% of the vote, he gets his deposit returned. If he fails to 
get the 5% (most third party candidates fail) he loses the deposit.

he American Friends of the BNP has organized or been in 

volved in a number of activities since the last issue of Heritage 

and Destiny. The AF-BNP was represented at the National Or- 
ganization For European-American Rights (NO-FEAR) demonstration, 
held in Richmond Virginia, the old Capital of the Confederacy, on 
Saturday, May 19. The demonstration which was called by local NO- 
FEAR leader Ron Doggett at very short notice, still attracted almost 
forty local members and supporters. NO-FEAR was there to protest 
Governor James Gilmore’s (a liberal Republican) elimination of Con- 
federate History Month and his rescinding of May as European-Ameri- 
can History and Heritage Month — after only one day! (as reported in 
the last Heritage and Destiny). In a disgusting example of GOP pan- 
dering to the almost non-existent Republican Black vote, James Gilmore, 
who is also the national head of the GOP, signed into law a NO-FEAR 
sponsored proclamation honoring European-American history and

This brings to a close 
a year-long legal battle with the NO FEAR Clothing Company from 
California. Ron Doggett said, “We believe that the new name is strong, 
simple and easy to remember. Though our name is different, our mis- 
sion remains the same. We are determined to build a national organi- 
zation strong enough to take a stand for the rights and heritage of 
European-Americans.

+ On Sunday, May 20, the National Capital Region ofthe Coun- 
cil of Conservative Citizens (CofCC), held a debate on reparations to 
blacks for slavery, in Old Town Alexandria, Virginia. About a dozen

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The People That Kill People 


EDITORS NOTE: This is the text of a presentation by Professor Glayde 
Whitney at the CofCC National Conference, Friday, June 8, 2001 at 
the panel “Constitutionalism & States Rights” 


hanks very much, I view it as a great honor to be invited here 

today, to present a few words about gun control, the Second 

Amendment and so on. First of all, I'd like to state up front that 
lm a firm believer in many of the cliches about 
freedom, guns, and the Second Amendment. 
One of my favorites that you have probably all 
heard: ‘The Second Amendment is not about 
duck hunting.’ 

It is often explained that the Second Amend- 
ment can be considered the most important of 
the ten amendments that make up our Bill of 
Rights. This because it is the guarantor of all 
the rest. In that vein I was happy to see the 
National Rifle Association change the name of 
one of its magazines to America’s First Free- 
dom. The National Rifle Association does an 
admirable job of defending the right to own 
and carry firearms. Recently it was listed as one 
of the most effective lobby groups in the coun- 
try. The NRA gets a lot of mileage out of an- 
other favorite cliché: ‘Guns don’t kill people; 
People kill people’ And the NRA is a strong 
advocate of law-enforcement programs that 
target criminal misuse of guns. But the NRA, 
along with most of society today, runs scared of public discussion of 
the People That Kill People. 

Modern liberalism, political correctness, whatever you want to 
call it, through intimidation, demonization, lying and name-calling, 
has managed to put many of what are rational and necessary consid- 
erations off the table, beyond the pale, outside rational consideration, 
beyond polite discourse. What are two of the most damaging charges 
in today’s climate? Blasphemer, Traitor, Atheist, have been replaced 
by the worst names existing today: “Racist” and “Anti-semite”. 

We are all supposed to subscribe to a world view that incorpo- 
rates liberal egalitarianism. That is the theory that everyone is inher- 
ently the same. No culture or tribe or race is any better than any other. 
If some people kill, rape, shoot people, it is because ‘society’ or ‘capi- 
talism’ or some such has victimized the poor killers. You are to blame; 
the killers are themselves victims of your oppression. This is straight 
out of the basic theory behind socialism/communism. 

The extent to which the NRA runs scared of the egalitarian witch- 
hunters was illustrated a few years ago: Dr. Paul Blackman, a re- 
searcher with the NRA, mentioned in public a well-established fact: 
There are ‘ethnic’ differences in homicide rates and that when these 
are taken into account the case against guns completely evaporates. 

Predictably, The Washington Post went berserk, attacking the NRA 
for postulating a “racist” theory. The NRA then immediately capitu- 
lated and denied any belief in such facts. As Jared Taylor said at the 
time [I quote]: “We are in a strange state when you can insult some- 
one by accusing him of having told the truth — which he then strenu- 
ously denies” (1996). 

Well, as a scientist working at the overlap between psychology 
and genetics, I have spent a professional career paying attention to 
the existence and causes of “individual and group differences” among 
people. This is a specialty area of psychological research that used to 
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be called “Differential Psychology” because it was concerned with the 
reasons for differences among people. Because of where the scientific 
facts have led, the field of “Differential Psychology” has been renamed. 
Today it is called “Behavior Genetics.” And it is a science that is 
anathema to liberal egalitarians. 

In order to be able to get federal research grants, the majority of 
scientists working in behavior genetics concentrate their work on in- 
dividuals, and carefully ignore group differ- 
ences. Often, when “groups” or “races” or 
“tribes” come up, behavior geneticists run for 
cover, or lie, which in polite company is called 
“exercising scientific caution.” This is survival 
behavior on their part — they need the job and 
their feed from the public trough is controlled 
by liberal egalitarians. 

After decades of playing the game, I be- 
came an irascible old gent, tenured and dis- 
gusted. I’ve been called all the names and no 
longer get any federal research grants, so al- 
though admittedly still with some fear, I’m here 
today to discuss as honestly as I can, “The 
People That Kill People.” 

To get started, it is convenient to group the 
People That Kill People into three categories 
or groups. These are: Savages, Liberals, and 
Crazies. These groups are not entirely mutu- 
ally exclusive; some individuals can at the same 
time be members of two or even all three of 
these groups. I’m going to consider them in the order of first, Sav- 
ages, then Crazies, and finally Liberals. But first I want to state my 
personal opinion that by far the most dangerous group, the group that 
contains the people who kill the most people, is the Liberals. 

This is partly because many of the Liberals are among our ruling 
elite, the “liberal masters” who have much power and influence, some 
of which they misuse in attempts to disarm honest citizens, whom 
they basically distrust and hold in contempt. Most of them are “‘pre- 
tend-egalitarians.” They hide behind egalitarian rhetoric while show- 
ing by their actions that they have contempt, or fear, of most citizens. 
Two examples of their warped actions involve the anti-gun group 
named Handgun Control, Inc. Handgun Control Inc. was founded by 
a liberal who, apparently, couldn’t come to grips with a racist hate 
killing: 

Nelson T. (Pete) Shields III, formed Handgun Control Inc, after 
his son and namesake, Nelson Shields IV, was killed by a black — a 
member of the Death Angel Brotherhood, a group whose initiation 
required the killing of a certain number of White devils. So, racist 
blacks kill Whites at random — with machetes, knives, and also guns. 
What can a liberal pretend-egalitarian do? Form an organization that 
seeks to disarm the prey. 

Then a decade or so later, along came Sarah Brady to greatly 
expand the influence of Handgun Control, Inc. What got her active in 
the attempt to take guns away from normal citizens? A crazy used a 
.22 rimfire bullet from a revolver to give her husband a frontal lo- 
botomy. 

That was John Hinckley, the schizophrenic who wanted toattract 
the attention of his fantasy love, actress Jody Foster. How to get her 
attention? Assassinate President Reagan. Luckily Reagan recovered 
from his wounds. Jim Brady survived but unfortunately had limited

his 1s the third and final part of my series of articles On Build 

ing Little Europe’s, but for the benefit of new readers each 

article is self-contained: the first part was an appeal for this 
strategy (issue 7); the second part detailed the actual building process 
(issue 8); and this article outlines how communities of this nature pro- 
vide the ideal environment for interacting with military veterans. 

Again, what were popularly referred to as Little Europes in times 
past were usually neighborhoods of largely unassimilated Whites from 
any one European country. Today’s Little Europes have to be much 
more inclusive, being political communities where all conscious Whites 
can live in close proximity to the businesses and fraternal organiza- 
tions consciously promoting their revival. 

Effective political communities tend to resemble basic life forms; 
in other words, the great bulk of the creature is rather uncomplicated 
but provides the power needed for the smaller but more conscious 
part to get anywhere. Little Europe’s base of supporters will include 
contrasting types: some will be too idealistic, some too uncommitted, 
and some too militant. There will also be many who are less than 
perfect spiritually or physically, but all will thrive on the empower- 
ment they sense as the roaring engine of their people’s elite. 

Little Europe’s political organizations need to reach veterans as 
well, as they are an especially important category, so the best example 
to emulate is the British National Party’s Association of British Ex- 
Servicemen (ABEX). The ABEX has a campaign to advance the rights 
of veterans and maintain local war memorials. And they have been 
invited right into the British Legion Club’s, where they open up dis- 
cussions on immigration and “Britain for the British.” 

In the USA, however, racialist organizations have been too iso- 
lated from most Whites to reach veterans effectively, and they have 


long tended to be bogged down by cultism, which is an inability to | 


refocus from the ideologies of past racialist ideologies or update their 
Strategies. As many realize by this juncture, the first obstruction is 
easily corrected by moving the political battle over to our own higher 
ground (Little Europe), and the second of these is ideological. 

Assimilated White people are those who are adapted to the cir- 
cumstances unique to this nation’s character; they do not clash with 
our nativist military traditions and possess a sense for discerning when 
they have heard them defined correctly. Like our brothers, sisters, and 
many unknown cousins in Europe, we proudly trace our particular 
branch of Western civilization to, among other places, ancient Greece 
and Rome. Even a glance at the buildings housing our government 
reveals that those influences are expressed in our art and architecture. 

If you examine the road of history spanning the past two thousand 
years you will also recognize the dominant position which Rome main- 
tained. In comparison no other Western culture held such physical 
space with longevity. And it was not bestowed on them by some gen- 
erous quirk of nature. No, it was necessary that the Romans discover 
a more sophisticated method of survival, something more determined 
than any force that threatened to plunder their inheritance, and their 
legions marched. Those earlier legions were successful for a very long 
time, as they were involved in a process of conquering and recruiting 
that expanded their boundaries, but eventually they surrendered their 
ethnic integrity and collapsed from within. A similar insight also ex- 
plains why today’s White soldiers, who continue their service as vet- 
eran legionaries, are part of a gathering social crisis. 

Following the American Civil War — or War Between the States, as 
Southern Nationalists describe it — America’s veterans could join such 
organizations as the Grand Army of the Republic or the United Sol- 
diers of the Confederacy, and following the war with Spain they could 
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join the Spanish American War veterans organization. And although 
the forming and reforming of many organizations has generally served 
veterans well, it should also be noted that whenever they came into 
being after conflicts between White nations or states they also 
brought the veterans fraternal tradition one more step toward splin- 
tering, dysfunction, and obsolescence. 

Today in America most White people only accept the American 
Legion, Forty & Eight, and the Veterans of Foreign Wars as the mili- 
tant aspect within our national culture. The combined influences of 
those organizations is our native counterpart to any European nation’s 
veteran tradition, but to explain the hidden crisis growing within our 
own let’s examine the splintering process. 

The American Legion, for example, was founded in 1919 in Paris 
at the conclusion of World War I, by men and women aware of their 
European heritage, interests and identity as Americans, and eventu- 
ally it became the most powerful ex-serviceman’s organizations. 

This particular legion has thousands of long established posts that 
serve nearly every town in America. And its meeting halls often pro- 
vide the most high profile forum for civilians who organize cultural 
gatherings opened by expressions of their own patriotism. 

Throughout the 1920s and 1930s gangsters, communists, and an- 
archists often terrorized towns where they knew police power was 
inadequate, but they were regularly routed by this people’s militia which 
often came out — if the danger was great enough to justify it — wield- 
ing an improvised yet effective defense. Yet the greatest challenge to 
the Legion’s role emerged from within, and the Whites building Little 
Europes should acquire a basic grasp of the causes before they begin. 

The first major crisis arrived just before World War II, when the 
sympathy of many veterans for this or that European nation because _ 
of their roots or political outlook caused them to break with the par- 
ent organizations and form alternative legions (unsuccessfully). At 
first there was no substantial controversy, and it was possible for the 
American Legion’s own National Vice Commander William E. Eastman 
Jr., to extend honorary membership in 1931 to one Benito Mussolini. 

Congressman Hamilton Fish, responsible for writing the Legion’s 
preamble at its founding, often addressed antiwar rallies with the Ger- 
man American Bund, Father Charles Coughlin, and the Christian 
Mobilizers. And the opponents of these leaders and organizations some- 
times succeeded in convincing the public that even such mainstream 
opponents of war were Nazis. 

American First included three prominent retired generals (Hugh 
Johnson, Thomas S. Hammond, and Robert E. Wood), loyal Ameri- 
cans who represented a tradition that our people still prefer to fas- 
cism. And Senator Bennett Champ Clark of Missouri and Congress- 
man James E. Zandt of Pennsylvania, as legionnaires, assisted Colo- 
nel Charles Lindbergh’s campaign for preventing U.S. entry into war. 

They all believed quite rationally that peaceful relations between 
our European peoples (and the nation was mostly White at that time) 
was an honorable goal. And even when William Dudley Pelley founded 
an alternative, and perhaps more radical legion, he still carefully named 
it the Silvershirt Legion of America. Among Pelleys earliest organiz- 
ers was Gerald L. K. Smith, former right-hand man to Louisiana Gov- 
ernor Huey Long. 

Prior to the bombing of Pearl Harbor, the isolationists peace move- 
ment sponsored by these and many other respected personalities and 
organizations successfully held the majority of American citizens back 
from entering the European conflict, as it was essentially a civil war 
among Whites. The controversy was centered in Washington, DC 
where both sides were well entrenched and fighting it out — politically 
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American Legion veterans can play a major role in both the 
building of and as potential leaders of Americas Little Europes 


— tooth and nail. On February 8, 1940, the Hon. J. Thorkelson, a Nor- 
wegian-American representing the state of Montana, stood up near 
his desk in the House of Representatives to address the American 
people and he said: “Mr. Speaker, in order that we many understand 
that warfare in England is not unanimous I shall quote from the De- 
cember 1939 issue of Action (The prewar publication of Sir Oswald 
Mosley and other British war veterans). This is generally known, but 
in no sense does information of this sort appear in our own papers.” 

And Mr. Thorkelson went on to read a few thousand words re- 
garding the Second World War into the Congressional Record. The 
Record is a compilation of the issues discussed each day by the US 
Government, a publication made available to every interested person. 

Although the future looked bright for the peace movement, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt — who had promised that “no American boy will ever 
fight Europe’s wars” — was determined to draw Americans into op- 
posing the Axis (German, Italy, Japan, and other countries). And by 
1941, Edward E. Spafford, a highly respected former National Com- 
mander, was arrested on charges of having conspired with Nazi agents. 

Recognizing that many people were rightly unsympathetic about 
Japans atrocities in China, if even openly racist about Japanese, that 
nations oil supply lifeline was soon cut off. And just as General] Will- 
iam Mitchell had warned as early as 1925, during his trial for criticizing 
the traitorous neglect of aviation, the Japanese delivered a surprise 
daylight attack from the air upon Pearl Harbor. 

Overnight American public opinion turned against any legion- 
naires still in support of an Axis counterpart; so few continued into 
the uproar as William Pelley’s Silvershirts did. Most were as percep- 
tive as Charles Lindbergh and abandoned the campaign immediately, 
accepting the position of “My country right or wrong.” 

Some unassimilated Americans, however, just couldn’t see any 
important difference between a foreign and domestic veterans legion 
traditions, and being too far apart from other Whites ideologically 
they were rounded up after Pearl Harbor. In a few cases the authorities 
did succeed in arresting those who might have obstructed the war 
effort, but most were innocently swept up in an event similar to the 
McCarthyism of the next era: a politically biased climate that fed on 
the public’s paranoia about alien militants. 

Lindbergh actually preferred the Legion tradition, and wasn’t en- 
amored by those who organized alternatives such as Pelley and 
Mosley, but Marxist critics and some not so perceptive cultists still 
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promote the error that Lindbergh and his legion supporters were Na- 
zis. And they fail to grasp that those millions of supporters in the 
mainstream were certainly neither Nazis or Fascists. 

Extremists attempt to blur any distinction between those who lead 
European Fascist parties and our own legionaries, but its in the inter- 
est of our Little Europes to a) highlight the controversy b) support the 
millions of Whites still willing to argue that there is a difference c) 
remain faithful to the legion tradition and d) translate any postwar 
ideas from Europe with that perspective. 

The second major crisis for America’s legion tradition occurred in 
1959. And this was to be almost the deathblow to the Legion and 
other victor-veterans groups as organizations vital enough to pre- 
vent America’s gradual drift to chaos. Blacks in North America had 
acquired only a partial awareness of political self-determination be- 
cause they advanced, not alongside as with blacks in South Africa, 
but up into the very fabric of White society. Bolstered by opportunist 
political and legal support from Washington, DC, those who demanded 
a subverted definition of American Legionism, that is minus any con- 
cern for ethnic cultural integrity, declared the whites-only restriction 
illegal. This was now forbidden, and those who advocated it were 
relegated to the political hinterland. 

Pandemonium spread to Legion posts across the country as thou- 
sands of racially loyal dissenters attempted to oppose the coup d’etat 
by throwing their support to one of the Legions founding factions, 
The Forty and Eight (Their proper name is actually La Societe des 
Quarante Hommes at Huit Chevaux). The next assault came in court, 
and soon this especially authoritative organization for White veter- 
ans lost even the right to use the official emblem. 

Americas veterans legions, as they functioned prior to the politi- 
cal and cultural dispossession of the White community, contributed 
to a White nativist identity which cleaved separate foreign nationalist 
traditions. Their meeting halls became the places where veterans of 
English and Irish origin could join fairly with the French, Germans, 
Italians, Russians, and all the rest of our people; however, when those 
posts were captured by those who advocated no special loyalty to 
the cultural institutions of Whites (and no respect for the living space 
they need to be in), the inherited method for gathering veterans of 
separate nationalist politics often went unappreciated. 

Just as the Little Europe concept does not reduce the political 
parties within it, but rather opens up their options for working with 
others inside and outside the system, so also will Little Europe’s vet- 
erans legion posts increase the political clout of White veterans. For 
those who prefer a modern argument, our opponents have already 
begun placing mainstream and alternative organizations for veterans 
within the geographical influence of their political communities. And 
for those who prefer a traditional argument: Gathering our own veter- 
ans organizations into Little Europes is comparable to how veterans 
posts served White American towns before nonwhites compromised 
their local integrity and began to dispossess them. 

Legionnaires are many kinds of White veterans today, and their 
unfruitful variety is symptomatic of the old White communitys condi- 
tion. There are veterans with formal memberships inside the present 
systems organizations, and there are alienated even exotic alternative 
legions outside. Some define themselves as Southern Nationalists, 
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American Patriots, Militias, or even Christian Identity. Other dysfunc- 
tional White veterans affiliate with Liberal/Marxist organizations. 

Little Europe needs a White Vanguard, much broader than the ADVERTISEMENTS 
present White community. It should include our conscious military 
veterans, builders, peacemakers, and many more who will even take 
risks to help other Whites. It especially applies to those who possess 
political, military, or social authority inside or outside Little Europe. 

Ironically, when cultists paint Charles Lindbergh or legionnaires 
as “Nazis,” they assist the Marxists and Liberals who count on that 
spin (and is it not a lie?) to alienate Whites from their legion tradition.

focused on the matter at hand. Furthermore, the title, plus the fact that 
three of the tracks are by a Swedish band, makes it clear that the 
BNP’s opposition to the European Union does not mean they are 
against other Europeans. 

The insert is also in full color, and contains a dedication section 
and importantly, the address of the BNP. It states that “all money 
raised by this CD will go to help the party’s Euro Election Campaign 
1999.” The insert also contains band photos details, and contact ad- 
dresses, so that listeners can get in touch with bands directly (which 
I plan to do) to obtain other CDs, concert details, etc. The back cover 
is simple but effective, with the song list superimposed over a photo 
of a nationalist music festival. The layout and presentation of this CD 
is absolutely top-notch, and bear in mind that this is coming from 
someone with a collection of nationalist CDs now numbering close to 
a hundred. Of course, there is always room for improvement. 

Now for the music. I must say that this CD has been very well 
thought out indeed. A wide variety of musical tastes are catered for. 
You ve got fast and furious Oi!, rock anthems, heavy metal, and slow 
and melodic ballads — all harnessed together in one neat package. 
Track one is by the Welsh White Nationalist band Celtic Warrior. A 
hard-hitting song about Sydney Cooke and other monsters who prey 
on and murder innocent children. The liberal establishment says we 
should show compassion and understanding to creatures like Cooke, 
but when our day comes the Sidney Cookes of this world will have the 
fate which is the title of the song: To the Gallows. As a matter of 
interest, Celtic Warrior hold the honor of being the only people ever 
to have been instantly deported from Sweden. The Swedish govern- 
ment is possibly even more liberal than that of Britain, and lets in 
asylum-seekers by the truck load. Some of these asylum-seekers have 
known connections to Islamic and Kurdish terrorist groups, and all 
are allowed into Sweden and given money and accommodation for 
years, whilst the Swedish authorities look at their cases. 

Celtic Warrior, on the other hand, were to have been in Sweden, 
paying their own way, for just one weekend, to sing songs of White 
solidarity and hope to Swedish patriots suffering under an insane and 
unjust system. Yet they were not even allowed to leave the airport 
before being detained and deported. The Swedish authorities claimed 
that the band might have committed an unspecified crime if allowed 
into the country. We certainly do live in strange times. 

Whilst on the subject of Sweden, tracks two, three, and four are 
by Swedish favorites, Germania. This band has been together for five 


years now but unbelievably its members are still only twenty-years 
old. It really begs the question: how can these lads be so good so 
young? Three very good numbers including a totally unique cover 
version of Rahowa’s Man Against Time. A voice-distortion effect 
means that you can almost see the sounds on this track crossing 
between the speakers. If you like your music heavy, then you’Il love 
Germania, who also make some very good use of synthesizers. They 
are one of the best live bands around. So if you get the chance to see 
them, take it. In the meantime, their three songs on this project, all of 
which are in English, provide an excellent taster. 

Next up are two songs from Spearhead. No, not the magazine! 
This is a winning combination of Jonesy of English Rose and Graham 
of Avalon — both of whom had already very generously donated sup- 
plies of their own bands’ CDs to help raise funds for the BNP election 
campaign. Classical purists who object to this kind of music must at 
least grant that the lads in the White rock scene put their money and 
time where their mouths are. Spearhead have a traditional Oi! sound, 
but with a modern feel to them. Great lyrics, great vocals and I have a 
sneaky suspicion that these two songs are going to become White 
Nationalist classics. Can’t wait to hear them performed live. 

The first song, / See No Reason, contains the lines “So if you love 
your country, then come and stand with me, fight for what you love 
the most and join the BNP.” White Nationalist Oi!, fast and furious, 
and played at its best. Older readers can also perhaps take some con- 
solation from thinking about the way in which such lyrics will sink 
into the minds of growing numbers of young people who would never 
read the magazine Spearhead in a hundred years. Of course it’s true 
that rock music has been used to influence a generation in favor of 
degeneracy, drugs, and race-mixing, but it is equally true that it can be 
used to convey our message as well! As the Salvation Army used to 
say when criticized for much the same reason: “Why should the devil 
have all the best tunes?” 

Next up are another English band from Coventry, Avalon. Three 
very well-written and thought-provoking songs, with Graham’s vo- ` 
cals shining through Strength and Will is particularly powerful, with 
very effective use of a spoken interlude between the steady, insistent 
drums and some skillful guitar riffs: “This is the time for our people to 
awake, and this is the time for our people to find the strength and the 
will to fight.” There can be no doubt that having such a superb CD 
produced in support of the BNP will encourage a significant number 
of young people to get involved in the political fight, as well as in the 
struggle to recreate an authentic cultural voice for dispossessed White 
youth. Track nine, / Believe (We Can Win) includes some fine female 
backing vocals, which really lift an already great song to new heights. 
One day, on that fine day of victory, Avalon will play to a crowd of 
one hundred thousand patriots at Wembley stadium in London. 

Last, but by no means least, is Stand By Me, performed by War- 
lord. Lead singer Stigger is one of the best guitarists around today, 
but just you wait until you hear his voice. Slow and melodic and ballady, 
with some great acoustic guitar, and vocals that so perfectly fit this 
kind of song. This track will leave you with a lump in your throat 
contemplating the hard struggles ahead and the sweet taste of victory. 
With its Arthurian theme and classical influence, this final track has a 
very different sound and feel to the rest of the tracks, and it shows 
how varied the White music scene in Britain is now becoming. Stigger 
who has recently joined the BNP, played at their Red, White and Blue 
Festival last year and I’m sure will be a great favorite this year. 

It is that diversity, detectable in the other songs as well, which 
makes this well put-together project the best compilation CD I have 
heard for some time. If I had to pick a favorite it would be very hard — 
there are just so many damned good songs on this CD. You'll just 
have to buy it and decide for yourself! Get it now and get copies for 
friends — they’ll love it. What more can be said? Buy it! H

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Book Review: The Fame of a Dead Man’s Deeds: 
An Up-Close Portrait of White Nationalist William Pierce

media’s most infamous “racist” whipping-boy. There are a num- 


ber of reasons for this, but probably the most significant is that Dr. | 
Pierce is the author the best-selling underground novel The Turner | 
Diaries, which the FBI has denounced as the most dangerous book in | 


America. Professional anti-White agitator 
Morris Dees has described Dr. Pierce as a 
“mad scientist.” Abe Foxman of the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith labeled 
Dr. Pierce’s organization, the National Alli- 
ance, “the most dangerous hate group in 
America.” On the television newsmagazine 
60 Minutes IT, Jewish reporter Mike Wallace 
called Dr. Pierce “insane.” Those of us who 
know Dr. Pierce personally, and who have 
worked with him, realize that this depiction 
of him as a hate-consumed monster is totally 
false. Rather, he is a sensitive man and a bril- 
liant thinker, who is sincerely concerned 
about the welfare and future of the White 
race. William Pierce has dedicated his life to 
ensuring that coming generations of White 
children will be able to live in a safe society 
and a healthy environment. However. to the 
degree that his reputation is shaped by his 
enemies, Dr. Pierce’s public image will be 
grossly distorted and completely negative. 
Fortunately, there are some people who 
have enough intellect and strength of char- 
acter to penetrate the controlled media’s veil 
of lies. One such individual is Robert S. Grif- 
fin, Ph.D, who is a professor in the Department of Education at the 
University of Vermont. Instead of swallowing everything the media 
= said about Dr. Pierce hook, line and sinker, he contacted Dr. Pierce 
himself..Griffin was interested, he said, in writing a full-length biogra- 
phy which would “focus on the ideas you affirm and the issues you 
raise within the context of the events and circumstances of your life.” 
After further contact with Griffin, Dr. Pierce was convinced that what 
Griffin had in mind was a fair and objective portrayal of him and his 
ideas, and not a journalistic hatchet job. He subsequently consented 
to meeting with Griffin and speaking with him openly and in depth. 
After making two trips to the National Alliance compound in Hillsboro, 
West Virginia, and interviewing Dr. Pierce at length, Griffin realized 
that a more involved approach was necessary to do full justice to his 
subject. Consequently, Griffin spent one month during the Summer of 
1998 living on the NA property in Hillsboro. He was able to meet with 
Dr. Pierce and various NA members on a daily basis. The book the

After completing his manuscript, Griffin (who is a published au- 
thor) submitted it to numerous mainstream publishers. Many of them 
expressed initial interest, but after having a closer look at the draft. all 
of them chose not to publish it. Apparently, the content was not the 
hostile diatribe against White racism as they had perhaps anticipated. 
In any event, Griffin went on to publish The Fame of A Brave Man’ 
Deeds online as an e-book — where it be- 
came an immediate bestseller. Indeed, it 
quickly rose to the rank of 800 in 
Amazon.com’s listing of one million books. 
which is an astounding performance by any 
standards. It was priced at a modest $8.00. 
but sales were so strong that Griffin was 
able to use the online profits to finance a 
softcover trade edition. 

The Fame of a Brave Mans Deeds 
weaves together the story of Dr. Pierce’s life 
and the evolution of his ideas. We have pre- 
viously commented on the felicity of the po- 
litical autobiography for Racial Nationalists, 
and here again we see this format put to 
good use. After a brief account of Dr. Pierce’s 
early life and academic career, Griffin de- 
scribes how Dr. Pierce’s encounters with a 
series of great thinkers helped shape his 
world view and guide his actions. Some of 
these thinkers Dr. Pierce met personally; oth- 
ers he knew only through their writings. The 
first of these is a figure not usually associ- 
ated with the racialist movement: George 
Bernard Shaw. As a young man, Dr. Pierce 
came across Shaw’s play Man and Super- 
man. He was captivated by the ideas expressed by Shaw, and espe- 
cially by those in the play’s third act, Don Juan in Hell. in this act, the 
hero, Don Juan, debates the meaning of life with the Devil (who is 
portrayed as a Jew). Don Juan argues that the only worthwhile way 
for a man to live is in the service of Life itself, thereby rising above his 
own petty existence to become a “force of Nature.” William Pierce 
assumed this outlook as his own world view and never looked back. 

Along with his job as a physics professor at Oregon State Univer-

Pierce began to cast about for others who felt the same way that 

he did, and for a vehicle to help put his ideas into effect. For a brief 


while he joined the reactionary John Birch Society, but despite some | 


superficial similarities with his own world view, he and the JBS were 
clearly on different wavelengths. He knew that people who followed 
the beliefs of Adolf Hitler were called National Socialists, a term that 
was often shortened to “Nazi,” and he also knew that there was a 
former naval air commander named George Lincoln Rockwell who 
had formed an organization called the “American Nazi Party.” After 
some preliminary correspondence, Dr. Pierce drove to Washington, 
D.C., to meet Rockwell personally in 1964. The upshot of the meet- 
ing was that Pierce quit his job at the University of Oregon and relo- 
cated to the Washington area to assist Rockwell in his efforts at build- 
ing American National Socialism. After Rockwell was assassinated in 
1967, Pierce played a more prominent role in the party, which Rockwell 
had renamed the National Socialist White People’s Party.

The Fame of A Dead Man’s Deeds is more that just a chronologi- 
cal account of Dr. Pierce’s life. It also gives a detailed and accurate 
account of Pierce’s beliefs and theories on a wide range of issues. We 
have already mentioned several key thinkers who influenced his de- 


_ velopment: Shaw, Hitler, Nietzsche, and Rockwell. Other key person- 


alities Griffin looks at include Revilo P. Oliver, Savitri Devi, Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn, William Gayley Simpson, and Francis Parker Yockey. In 
most cases, Griffin gives a detailed overview of each man’s thought as 
it relates to Pierce’s world view. As a result, The Fame of A Dead 
Man s Deeds is a sort of racialist biographical dictionary. Movement 
veterans may not find a whole lot of new material in it, but non-Move- 
ment readers will find it an excellent introduction to contemporary 


| racialist thought. 


By the middle of 1970, Pierce was out of the NSWPP, and had | 


assumed the leadership ofa small racialist group, the National Youth 
Alliance. As director of the NYA and the editor of its tabloid newspa- 
per, Attack!, Dr. Pierce continued to expound an essentially National 
Socialist world view. In addition to the political and racial doctrine of 
the NYA, he also began to develop a religious/philosophical system 
based on the concept of the Life Force. This was known as 
“Cosmotheism.” This belief system is not what Dr. Pierce is best known 
for today, even among the racialist movement — but if the White race 
survives the existential crisis now facing it, I predict that future Aryan 
generations will remember William Pierce not as the author of The 
Turner Diaries, but rather as the founder of Cosmotheism. Be that as 
it may, there is no ignoring The Turner Diaries. 

The novel initially appeared in serial form in Attack!, where it 
quickly became the most popular feature in the paper. Some readers 
were so taken by it, in fact, that they had a hard time drawing a dis- 
tinction between the fictional race-war and revolution in the book and 
the real-life movement Pierce was trying to build. Despite what Pierce’s 


enemies in the professional hate-watch industry maintain, he has never | 


advocated illegal violence or any other form of illegal revolutionary 
activity. But let us not be coy on this point: Dr. Pierce is realistic 
enough to know that if the White race is to get itself out of the pre- 
dicament it is now in, there will be both violence and illegality. It is not 
a matter of advocacy, but of recognizing the shape of things to come. 

In 1974, the National Youth Alliance became simply the National 
Alliance. In due course, Attack! tabloid was renamed National Van- 
guard, which was transformed into magazine format in 1982. To a 
degree, these changes were cosmetic: Dr. Pierce was merely toning 
down the in-your-face style of radicalism that had been current in the 
late 1960s and early 1970s. Yet the changes also reflected a further 
evolution of Pierce’s ideas and strategy. For some twenty years — 
since his initial association with Rockwell — Pierce had based his 
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Griffin also devotes considerable space to Pierce’s own ideas. 

Two complete chapters, “Our Cause” and “Pierce’s Vision,” allow 

him to speak for himself in great detail. This is done without the usual 

editing bias and snide comments which normally mar the accounts of 

non-Movement authors who write about White nationalists. Often, 

Griffin allows Dr. Pierce to develop his ideas in considerable detail. 

An example of this is the subject of education, a topic in which Griffin 

is especially interested. Pierce begins by noting that schools educate | 
children in three fundamental ways: 

First, they pass on a people’s cultural, intellectual, and spiritual heri- 

tage from one generation to the next... Second, schools teach technique. 

. ..[that is] knowledge and skills . . . And third, schools train and develop 

character. 

All three of these goals are subverted by the current educational 
establishment, Pierce shows, through the Politically Correct doctrines 
of multiculturalism (which undermines the first goal), egalitarianism 
(which undermines the second) and feminism (which undermines the 


| third). Giriffin devotes an entire chapter to the problem of “schooling” 


and allows Pierce to give his views on the subject in depth and with- 
out censorship. 

We should mention that Griffin frequently inserts himself into his 
book’s narrative. As much of the information that he obtains from Dr. 
Pierce comes from personal conversations that the two men have, 
Griffin’s presence seems natural and unobtrusive. He also gives us his 
reaction to what he learns from Pierce and other NA members on 


| various Movement issues, such as racial inequality and the events of

World War II. A diligent and curious researcher, Griffin then investi- 
gates what he has been told, and is frequently stunned to learn that 
what he previously thought he knew about these subjects was either 
woefully incomplete or downright false. 

The appearance of The Fame of a Brave Man’ Deeds is a signal 
event in the growing body of biographical and historical material in 
print on the American racialist movement. For Movement veterans it 
is a valuable reference source and for newcomers (or the merely curi- 
ous) it is an excellent introduction to White Nationalism. We recom- 
mend it to all. 3

? added to the flag, which coincided with the Act of Union 
between Great Britain and Ireland in 1801. This brought together all 
parts of the British Isles into a single unitary state to be known as the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland.

recovery. So what can a grieving and furious-frustrated wife do about 
crazies hurting citizens? Well, of course, help to disarm the citizens 
who are potential victims of the crazies. ` 

Savages: First of all, Whites, Caucasians of European descent, 
long civilized, the inventors of modern firearms, when armed create 
peaceful, polite societies. John Lott Jr.’s famous book sums up a lot 
with its title: More Guns, Less Crime. 

On the other hand “savages” people from non-Eurasian races, 
recently attempted-to-be-civilized, are another case entirely. Savages 
are on average both less intelligent and more impulsive, they frequently 
display less foresight (see Mike Levin’s Why Race Matters for more 
detail than I have space or time to present here). 

For example, a recent case back home in Tallahassee, a black known 
to have killed at least four times, said “you see something you don’t 
like, and you react without thinking.” Unfortunately, that is often the 
bottom line: react without thinking. For the United States it has been 
known since the early 1980s that for urban black males, by age fifty 
five, over half have been arrested for an FBI index crime. A few years 
ago I compared nine crime categories across twenty-two years. For 
every one of the 418 comparisons, the nonwhite crime rate always 
exceeded the White, typically by a factor of four to ten. Averaged 
across the twenty years, the nonwhite homicide rate was nine times 
the White rate. 

There are important costs in the form of social disruption and 
emotional agony, as well as a monetary impact on society. Consider 
rape/sexual assault: Nationwide in a recent year (1995) the total num- 
bers from federal statistics were 500,000 sexual assaults, 170,000 of 
which were completed rapes. One in three rapes were by strangers. 
Rape data, by the way, underestimate the actual incidence. Rather few 
cases are reported (maybe one in five), and most are plea-bargained 
down to some sort of assault. 

Not all rapists are black, but a highly disproportionate number are. 
Rapists are almost always repeat offenders. They start with milder 
crimes, like burglary. After being jailed, 67% are repeat offenders af- 
ter release. The number of rapes by an offender is typically between 
eight to twelve. For a rape case, the average cost of investigation (not 
counting investigator time) is $87,000. Nationally, about $127 Billion. 
I want a refund before there is any more talk of reparations. And I want 
my loved ones to have an effective means of self-defense. 

Blacks are most discussed so far, because until recently they were 
the most common troublesome racial group. This is changing. “His- 
panics” are becoming the most common non-Europeans in the U.S.A. 
Who are they? So far, largely Mestizos, Indian hybrids, some mix of 
black/White/Indian ancestry, and now, increasing numbers of pure or 
almost pure Indians from central and South America. It has become 
politically correct to talk nice about “Native Americans.” But people 
should not forget that until just a few generations ago, virtually all 
“Native American” groups entertained their children and women by 
giving them prisoners to torture. Almost all, ifnot all, were cannibals. 
As Indians become more populous, and society “celebrates diver- 
sity” instead of enforcing civilized standards of behavior, it could well 
be the case that they will become even worse than our current blacks. 

Crazies: The vast majority of high-profile multiple killings are 
conducted by crazy people, mostly schizophrenics. And there are a 
lot of schizophrenics around, about 1%, one per hundred of the gen- 
eral population. There are a lot of examples. I’ve already mentioned 
John Hinckley, who lobotomized Sarah Brady’s husband with a .22. 
Then there was the schizophrenic savage from Jamaica who used a 
9mm pistol to execute a bunch of New York Whites on a commuter 
train. One upshot is that a liberal anti-gun widow is now in congress. 
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Or, remember Berkowitz, the “Son of Sam?” He used a .44 Special 
to shoot kids that were petting in parked cars. He was a schizophrenic 
obeying “command hallucinations.” He did it because the neighbor’s 
dog (Sam) told him to do it. Not all crazy killers are schizophrenic. For 
example Whitman, the guy who sniped a bunch of people from the 
Texas Tower at the University of Texas in Austin, had a brain tumor in 
a part of the brain that is involved in anger, rage responses, and so- 
forth. 

The list of crazies is long and international. In England, a major 
gun grab followed the case of a crazy who walked through the streets 
of a village shooting people. Then there was the case in Scotland 
where the pedophile shot up a school. In the disarmed UK the crime 
rate now exceeds that in the USA. Or Australia. A schizophrenic in 
Tasmania shot up a tour group. So the Australian’s Liberal Masters 
disarmed the sane citizens of Australia. In the disarmed Australia the 
violent crime rate now exceeds that in the USA. In Japan, just this 
morning (June 8) the news reported that a mental patient had killed a 
bunch of school children. He used a six-inch kitchen knife. 

Folks, it is not the guns. But every time a crazy kills, your liberal 
masters yell and shout and run about to disarm sane White people. As 
usual with liberals, this is exactly the opposite of what might help. A 
recent paper by John Lott, Jr., and William Landes, entitled “Multiple 
Victim Public Shootings,” finds “that the only policy factor to have a 
consistently significant influence on multiple victim public shootings 
is the passage of concealed handgun laws.” Even crazies can assess 
risk. Which gets us to the worst and most dangerous group: 

Liberals: Your liberal masters, the pretend-egalitarians. They ba- 
sically don’t trust you, and they have an elitist’s contempt for normal 
White citizens. They illustrate exactly why the Founding Fathers put 
the Second Amendment into the Constitution. 

When they successfully disarm a civilian populace, then progroms 
and roundups of potential dissenters follow. The Black Book of Com- 
munism estimates that socialist/communist regimes killed something 
between 85 million and 100 million, during the twenith century. The 
book calls it truly a “tragedy of planetary dimensions.” 

And who are the pretend-egalitarian-liberal-masters in America 
today who want to disarm you (for your own good)? High on the list 
are Senators Schumer, Feingold, Feinstein and Lieberman. Well, I stop 
here. To continue goes to issues beyond the topic for today. H

Mucking About In The Great Scam 
George Orwell and The Spanish Civil War — Part II 


housands of foreign volunteers are pouring into Spain to fight 

Franco. Orwell describes them. One Italian is obviously illiter- 

ate but parroting anti-Fascist slogans. He still impresses Orwell 
as the salt of the earth and a reason to be optimistic for the future of 
Man. Orwell does not mention the foreign volunteers for Franco. 

Orwell makes it clear that everyone understood that a revolution 
had occurred, and the great competing political systems were meeting 
in Spain, and the Fascists and “Soviets” were contributing arms, sup- 
plies and advisors. Partisan spirits are roaring high. Orwell himself is 
a member of the International Labour Party, as are most of the English- 
men. There were many communists from all over Europe, some exiles 
from Nazi Germany. There are Americans, Canadians, and Irishmen. 
Orwell rarely writes objectively of Francoist forces; he does mention 
that he felt pity for them, seeing them in their dismal trenches on the 
Zaragoza Front opposing his own. It is also clear that to Orwell, Hitler 
was the ultimate evil, a co-rider with Big Capital and Colonel Blimps. 

Homage To Catalonia is comprised of two parts: written late 1937, 
just months after Orwell returned to England from Spain; and a brief 
supplement, “Looking Back On The Spanish War,” written in 1943 
when he was working in London as a propagandist for the BBC. 

The White racialist understands, in this time of terminal egalitari- 
anism, that egalitarians always shortstop their thinking. That’s how 
they remain egalitarians. Those who advocate “equality” usually have 
in mind a complex bundle of ideas, but they cannot really believe that 
ability can be purged as an organizing principle. Likewise, those who 
advocate the abolition of political borders (“One World”) do it be- 
cause they have the means to avoid the consequences—or think 
they do. They refuse to imagine that this ideology might be a reli- 
gion—hence irrational, really a Christianity gone off the rails, with the 
subtle hum of consumerism to dull the edge of their nagging instincts. 
One-worlders and egalitarians don’t like the fact that, not only are 
there huge differences between members of the same race, there are 
differences between the races themselves. The evidence is as big as 
the sun. Their way out of this tar pit has been, so far, to shout down 
the opposition and deny race exists. The “scientific” support for their 
faith rests on Boasian “environmentalism.” Their illusion would fade 
like a wisp of smoke without the artificial life support it receives, in 
overpowering, unending, ubiquitous doses—provided, of course, by 
our Jewish friends and their lackeys in “entertainment” and “news” 
media, “universities,” and the useful idiots in the general herd. 

Orwell’s short-stopping is outstanding most in regards to the 
troubles caused by the “Soviet advisors” in Spain. Behind this is one 
even worse: his failure to mention Stalin’s crushing brutality in the 
Soviet Union, and to account for it. This is a very strange deficit in an 
otherwise indefatigable political analyst. 

Ihave in mind chiefly the Great Famine in the Ukraine devised by 
Uncle Joe and implemented from 1932 to 1933. The affair was too big 
to miss, and it was reported very ably by some of the West’s best 
journalists. Yet the Western press deliberately omitted the news of 
this outrage. The public mind belongs to the press. The press could 
have put the outrage there easily by simple repetition. We may lay 
this to the Jewish lords of mass communications, who were protect- 
ing their great enterprise in the USSR. How much of Soviet affairs was 
under Jewish control at that time is moot; enough of it was; the worst 
of it is that the press broke its covenant with the public (and still 
does). Had the press wanted the Ukrainian Genocide to be an issue it 
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could have made it one; it could have raised divisions and sent fleets 
to Odessa. However, the famine was reported by correspondents on 
the scene, notably Malcolm Muggeridge, a reporter for The Manches- 
ter Guardian. Muggeridge toured the Ukraine in the spring of 1933, ` 
evading the secret police who were sealing the borders during the 
filthy business. 

Muggeridge witnessed Ukrainian families being forced into cattle 
cars; he saw desolate fields and abandoned villages. He heard rumors 
(he never ascertained their truth) of cannibalism among the starving 
peasants. Years later he stated in an interview: 

The novelty of this particular famine, what made it so diabolical, is that it 
was not the result of some catastrophe like a drought or an epidemic. It 
was the deliberate creation of a bureaucratic mind which demanded the 
collectivization of agriculture, immediately, as a purely theoretical propo- 
sition, without any consideration whatever of the consequences. 

Muggeridge is firing only on three cylinders here, but he is mov- 
ing towards the point. How many Ukrainians did Stalin murder? There 
are several estimates, from 3.5 million to 11 million. Many were shot or 
starved en locale; many died later in the camps Uncle Joe set up for 
them near the Arctic Circle. Why did Uncle Joe do this? To crush 
Ukrainian nationalism, and to take their grain to sell for “hard cur- 
rency” and Western industrial equipment. It is impossible to believe 
the West did not know of this situation in which millions of people 
were being forcibly transported, when hundreds of thousands of armed 
secret police, special police, and troops were cordoning off this vast 
region, and rumors were flying thick in Moscow. It is impossible to 
accept that Western governments and “intellectuals” did nothing, said 
nothing, for the reason that they thought Stalin’s Ukrainian genocide 
was necessary to bring forth the New Man. And yet, nothing else 
explains it, unless one swings the finger toward the press, which 
presented the news in withered form. But again, merely the seed 
planted—the simple mentioning of the affair—should have sprang 
up in public opinion as outrage. Muggeridge even wrote a novel 
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BBC Eastern Service broadcasters, including Orwell and T. S. Eliot, 


based on the famine (Winter In Moscow). We might account for the 
inertia, then, only by invoking the notorious White coma, that is far 
deeper now. Still, whatever reports of the famine that got into print on 
the street went nowhere. The Liberal intelligentsia and the press, in 
effect a Judeo-Communist fifth column, dismissed, ignored, 
downplayed all. And this coalition penalized anyone who tried to pop 
its egalitarian dream. Muggeridge could not find a job when he re- 
turned to England, and the British press attacked him. 

So why didn’t Orwell mention the Ukraine? Why did the facts of 
Communist methods in the USSR not leaven his attitudes? The an- 
swer can only be that he was blind with the egalitarian’s narcotic, 
“hope.” It comes out encloaked in the term “equality”; it is Orwell’s 
mantra. Over and over in Homage he says it, and when Nature finally 
reasserts herself in Barcelona, his tone is one of a disappointed school- 
boy. Which suggests, conversely, that he could not see the positive 
aspects of Fascism. The fact is, Hitler gave work and bread to millions 
of workers and brought capitalism in Germany under control. More, 
the National Socialist government was making interest-free loans out 
of the state treasury. Hitler did not destroy churches or murder arch- 
bishops and blind folk singers, but Uncle Joe did—to establish the 
‘workers’ paradise.” 

But, back to the book. Orwell’s first person narrative brings out 
the energy of the upheaval, and his prose is, as in all his works, dia- 
mond clear. He describes the “training” his POUM militia unit re- 
ceives, and is frank about the shortcomings of a “democratic” military 
organization, in which rank and imperative have been abolished. And 
- Clearly, this Nordic Englishman cannot get used to the Spanish way, 
which he encapsulates with the term, “mafiana, mafiana.” Sometimes 
trains arrive, and sometimes they depart within an hour of their sched- 
uled time—an excellent show, that. One might get a general idea of 
Orwell’s impressions of the Spanish from the following excerpts: 

The Spanish are good at many things, but not at making war. All foreigners 

alike are appalled by their inefficiency, above all their maddening 
unpunctuality... A Spaniard’s generosity. in the ordinary sense of the 
word, is at times almost embarrassing. If you ask him for a cigarette, he 
will force the whole packet on you... I have the most evil memories of 
Spain, but I have very few bad memories of Spaniards. They have, there is 
no doubt, a generosity, a species of nobility, that do not really belong to 
the twentieth century. 

Orwell was in Spain seven months. His military experiences them- 
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selves were not outstanding. Homage 's 
value lies in the lessons it offers on the be- 
havior of economic classes, propaganda, the 
“Soviets,” and the press. Orwell was no sol- 
dier, and his knowledge of weapons and 
other things martial, as reflected in this book, 
is so deficient it is difficult to believe he once 
was a policeman. It will serve our purpose 
here to draw a synopsis of Orwell’s time in 
Spain: 

After a few days of “training” Orwell’s 
POUM unit, called a centuria, is taken by 
train to the front, near the city of Zaragoza, 
in the Aragon hills. The situation is static; 
the Republican trenches face Nationalist 
trenches a few hundred yards away. There 
are few serious assaults. Orwell is so disap- 
pointed with the lack of aggressiveness he 
wonders how seriously the Spanish are tak- 
ing their war. Orwell’s centuria is short of 
weapons and basic equipment. Their Mauser 
rifles are in terrible condition, and sometimes 
misfire, injuring soldiers. Ammunition is poor 
quality, as are their explosives. Food is plen- 
tiful enough. Occasionally a sniper lets a shot 
fly, or a small sapper party from either side 
throws a wild grenade, but nothing much 
happens. Most casualties are from acciden- 
tal discharges. 

After three months Orwell’s centuria is 
given leave and it returns to Barcelona (April 
1937). Orwell finds the city much changed. 
Gone is the enthusiasm for the revolution, 
and now the bourgeoisie are out of the 
closet. Citizens are indifferent to the war and 
the militiamen back from the front. Street 
fighting breaks out between, on the one side, 
the Valencia government troops and secu- 
rity forces stationed in Barcelona, and on 
the other the militias. This fighting amongst 
the “Left” has been instigated by anti-militia 
propaganda disseminated by “Soviet advi- 
sors” behind the scenes in Valencia, who 
want to neutralize the Anarchists, the most 
effective fighters. Orwell begins to smell be- 
trayal, but does not go far into it at this point. 

In May Orwell’s centuria is sent back to 
the Zargoza front. Ten days later he is shot 
by an enemy sniper. The bullet passes through 
his neck. He is evacuated and taken to sev- 
eral different hospitals, but is not expected 
to live very long. Orwell describes the sen- 
sation of being shot with such objectivity it 
is amusing.
